Institute was opened at 1:16 with a 
vocal duet by the Misses Yenerick of 
A shton. 
Following this the president 
introduced Prof. C. G. Hopkins of the 
U niversity Agricultural Ex periment 
station whose subject was “ Methods of 
Increasing the Productiveness of the 
Soil.” 
Prof. Hopkins spoke for two hours 
on his subject, discussing the scien­ 
tific phases of the question, 
in which 
he has conducted original investiga­ 
tions for a number of y ears, arriving 
at many new and valuable conclusions. 
He began with a clear analy sis of the 
elem ents requisite to plant life, of 
which there are ten. 
T hree of these elements, hy drogen, 
oxy gen and carbo n are supplied 
by 
water and 
th e 
air. 
Fo ur o thers, 
magnesium, iron, calcium and sulphur 
are required in small quantities and 
exist in Illinois soil in practically In 
exhaustible q u a n till es. 
T hree o thers, nitro gen, pho spho r­ 
ous and potassium are rapidly ex 
hausted by o rdinary crops and m ust 
be put back to keep up the fertility 
Sind productiveness of th e soil. 
N itro 
gen can be added by a clover crop, as 
clover o btains this elem ent from the 
air and by ro tating a clover crop th is I 
may be put back in th e land. 
Phosphorus goes into t he kernel of 
grain and is either soid or fed to 
stock. 
In the la tte r case it goes into 
bone. 
Gro und bone meal is the fertil­ 
izer which supplies this. 
Po tassium 
must 
be supplied in th e form of 
po tassium chloride. 
In the la tte r part of his address 
Professor 
Ho pkins

WOMAN"HAD BEEN LIVING ALONE

They can be inserted 
either horizontally or parale.il, with 
sticks running through to keep them 
in place. 
Tile# perm it a free elrcula 
tion of air through the grain and 
absorb a large am ount of moisture. 
T he scheme Is said to be adm irably 
adapted for cribbing soil 
corn, and 
the grain always dries out 
w ithout 
t he least heat ing
